Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed on Feb. 4, 2002 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Applicant's ONLY arguments are follows: 

Kubo fails to disclose a light-transmitting region, through which light may pass, is bordered by a gate line 
and the reflecting film in each pixel. 

Examiner's responses to Applicants* ONLY arguments are follows: 

Kubo teaches (Fig. 8A) a light-transmitting region 24, through which light may pass, is bordered or surrounding 
by a gate line 21 and data line 22 . The gate and data lines are surrounding or bordering the reflecting film 30; 
therefore, the light transmitting region, through which light may pass, is bordered (surrounded) by a gate line 
and the reflecting film in each pixel. 

Furthermore, Fig. 8B shows that the openings of the reflecting film 30 right above the data lines 22 may also 
serve as another light-transmitting region at the border of the reflecting film and data/gate lines.. 
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
